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Improvements in Mexican-American 
educational levels are ignored 


The underachievement of 
Mexican-Americans in edu- 
cation has been so heavily 
stressed that signs of ime 
provement in recent years 
have been ignored or nege 
lected, 

This is one of the findings 
of a new report from 
UCLA's Mexican-American 
Study Project. Statistics 
from West End San Bernare 
dino County were included in 
the study. 

Its author, Professor Leo 
Grebler, points to a record 
of moderate education proe 
gress among the Mevicane 
American population of the 
Southwest, 

Citing an increase in 
Schooling among the young- 
er Mexican-Americans, Dr. 
Grebler points out that Span- 
ish-surname persons from 
14 to 24 years of age aver- 
aged 9.2 years of schooling 
in 1960 in contrast to a 7.1- 
year level 25 years ago. 

The comparison between 
Mexican - Americans and 
Anglos (the majority popue 
lation) is also more favore 
able for recent years. In 
1960 the educational gap bee 


tween the two groups was a 
little over two years for 
youngsters, while it was 5 
years for adults, 

Some progress was also 
evident in comparisons be- 
tween 1960 and 1950, Dr. 
Grebler says. The median 
number of school years come 
pleted by Spanishename 
adults increased from 5.4 
to 7.1 years during that pere 
iod, The relative gain was 
greater than for Anglos. 

The report cites the move 
of Mexican-Americans from 
rural areas to cities and 
their migration to Califor- 
nia as factors favoring im- 
provement in their educa- 
tional opportunities. 

California was found to 
have the best record of the 
five states, followed by Col- 
oradO, New Mexico, Arizona, 
and Texas, The schooling 
gap between Mexican-Amer- 
icans and Anglos is small- 
est in states which score 
high in general educational 
Standing. 

“There are still appalling 
local differences in school. 
ing of Mexican-Americans,"* 
Dr, Grebdler says. “For ex- 


ample, the median number of 
school years completed 
ranged from a low of 3.1 
years in Lubbock, Texas, 
to 10.1 years in Colorado 
Springs.’* In the Los Ange. 
les metropolitan area, the 
figure was 8.9; in San Ane 
tonio, 5.7. 

The data analyzed in the 


report are from 1960 and 
1950 Census figures. It is 
encouraging to note, Dr, 


Grebler says, that the edu- 
cational standing of the Mexe 
ican-American minority was 
improving, though slowly, 
before federal aids to edu- 
cation and anti-poverty funds 
became available. 

‘With these programs, 
Progress should accelere 
ate,”? Dr. Grebler suggests. 
“Also, MexicaneAmerican 
organizations have stepped 
up their work for better 
schooling.”” 

The study, entitled ‘The 
Schooling Gap: Signs of Pro~ 
gress,” is the seventh ina 
Series of Advance Reports 
issued by the Mexican- 
American Study Project at 
UCLA. It is available at 
$1.50 per copy.
